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As  we  gear  up  to  begin  another  school  year,  I  can't 
help  but  reflect  on  the  past  year,  with  its  highs  and 
lows,  its  exciting  times  and  its  great  successes,  but  also 
with  its  sad  times  and  difficult  times.  I  was  told  in  my 
younger  years  that  you  have  to  experience  the  "valleys" 
in  order  to  appreciate  the  "peaks."    I've  come  to  believe 
that,  however  trite  it  may  sound.  I'll  spare  you  the  ser- 
monette  at  this  time,  but  I  do  want  to  recount  some 
reflections  on  the  year. 

Let's  talk  about  students  first.  I  continue  to  be  amazed 
at  the  recognitions  our  students  achieve  each  year  on 
every  front.  To  cite  a  few  illustrations,  for  the  third  time 
our  Scholar's  Bowl  Team  from  the  Wesson  Campus  cap- 
tured the  Ole  Miss  Scholars  Bowl  Championship  (with 
no  defeatsl);  the  Eta  Omega  Chapter  of  PHI  THETA 
KAPPA  earned  the  rank  of  4th  in  the  world,  competing 
with  over  1200  other  chapters;  student  publications  on 
both  campuses  won  many  awards  in  state  competition; 
two  students  were  named  Guistwhite  Scholars,  compet- 
ing against  over  800  students  nationwide;  and  the  Nu 
Kappa  Chapter  of  PHI  BETA  LAMBDA  again  received 
top  honors  at  state  level;  and  the  list  could  go  on,  but 
I'm  sure  I've  made  my  point. 

Let's  talk  about  faculty  and  staff.  A  Co-Lin  faculty 
member  was  named  to  the  Mississippi  Council  for  the 
Humanities,  a  highly  coveted  honor;  four  coaches  were 
named  as  coach  of  the  year  at  the  state  or  regional 
level  by  their  fellow  coaches;  our  Counseling  Center 
and  its  Director  were  recognized  for  outstanding  work; 
two  faculty  members  received  their  CCNP  (Cisco 
Certified  Network  Professional  Certification)  after  three 
years  of  dedicated  work;  the  Marketing  Management 
Instructor  at  the  Natchez  Campus  was  named  Instructor 
of  the  Year;  the  College  President  was  named  as 
Ambassador  to  PHI  THETA  KAPPA  for  the  MS/LA 


Region;  a  Business  Office  employee  was  named  as 
Outstanding  Business  Officer  for  Region  9;  and  several 
of  our  faculty  members  were  nationally  recognized  by 
NISOD.  Once  again,  the  list  goes  on. 

What  about  programs?  Let's  begin  with  a  brand  new 
initiative  at  Co-Lin  called  the  National  Vocational- 
Technical  Honor  Society,  established  to  recognize  out- 
standing achievement  in  vocational-technical  programs. 
Seventy-eight  students  were  inducted  as  charter  mem- 
bers. A  record  number  of  teachers,  counselors  and 
administrators  at  the  secondary  and  post-secondary 
levels  participated  in  the  Tech  Prep  training  sessions 
and  other  activities  this  past  year.    The  Work-Based 
Learning  annual  report  reflected  that  80  students  were 
involved  in  work-based  learning.  That's  absolutely  awe- 
some when  you  consider  the  depth  of  training  that  took 
place  there  and  the  wonderful  job  opportunities,  which 
developed  for  those  students,  not  to  mention  the  valu- 
able partnerships  with  the  businesses!  I  must  also 
include  here  as  a  success  the  high  rate  of  passage  on 
exams  by  the  Associate  Degree  Nursing  and  other 
Health  Occupations  programs.    That  speaks  volumes 
about  the  quality  of  these  programs.    Then  I  must  add 
that,  even  in  times  of  high  unemployment,  we  continue 
to  place  a  high  percentage  of  our  students  in  the  job 
market  in  their  area  of  training.    The  NLCC  (Natchez 
Literary  &  Cinema  Celebration)  sponsored  by  the 
Natchez  Campus  reached  new  heights  of  excellence. 

Our  list  of  accomplishments  could  literally  go  on  for 
pages,  but  I  need  to  turn  the  page  now  and  acknowl- 
edge the  cooperation  and  support  of  our  faculty  and 
staff  this  past  year  in  working  with  the  administration  to 
face  the  financial  challenges  that  came  our  way.  The 
college  lost  a  total  of  $1.65  million  in  state  funds  from 
FY  2000  -  the  FY  2002  budget. 

Actions  taken  by  the  Co-Lin  Board  of  Trustees  to  off- 
set this  reduction  in  state  funding  included:    an  increase 
in  tuition  and  dorm  fees,  freezing  14  positions,  consoli- 
dation of  duties  and  responsibilities,  requests  for 
increased  county  support  and  significant  reductions  in 
expenses.

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  family  was 
saddened  by  the  loss  of  long-time  Board  of  Trustees 
Chairman  Dr.  James  H.  Stribling  of  Brookhaven.  Dr. 
Stribling  passed  away  on  July  7,  after  a  long  battle  with 
cancer. 

Dr.  Stribling  served  as  chairman  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  Board  of  Trustees  for  27  years.  He 
was  appointed  to  the  Board  in  November  of  1967  and 
elected  chairman  in  July  of  1974.  He  had  announced  his 
retirement  as  chairman  in  May  of  this  year  to  be  effec- 
tive July  31. 

"Dr.  Stribling  was  an  outstanding  leader  of  this  institu- 
tion for  the  past  27  years.  He  made  great  contributions 
to  the  success  of  the  college,"  said  Co-Lin  President  Dr. 
Howell  Garner.  "He  was  an  inspiration  and  a  consensus 
builder  among  the  board  members  and  provided  sup- 
port to  the  college  and  administration  throughout  those 
years.  He  will  be  greatly  missed." 

Dr.  Stribling  graduated  from  Carr  Central  High 
School,  Vicksburg,  in  1947  An  active  participant  in  ath- 
letics, he  was  selected  All-Conference  and  All-State  in 
track  his  junior  and  senior  years.  He  was  also  selected 
president  of  his  senior  class. 

He  graduated  from  Mississippi  College  with  distinction 
in  1951,  with  a  double  major  in  botany  and  zoology. 
While  at  MC,  he  was  selected  All-Conference  in  track 
for  three  years  and  was  captain  of  the  track  team  for 
three  years.  He  continued  to  culti- 
vate his  leadership  abilities  serv- 
ing as  president  of  the  student 
body  his  senior  year  Also  an 
excellent  student,  Dr.  Stribling 
was  selected  to  Who's  Who 
Among  Students  in  American 
Colleges  and  Universities. 

In  1955,  he  received  his 
Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 
from  the  University  of 
Maryland.  While  there, 
he  served  as  president 
of  his  class  for  two 


years  and  president  of 
RSI-Omega  fraternity 

He  served  two  years 
active  duty  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy  Dental  Corp.  (1955- 
57),  and  was  discharged 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  Dr. 
Stribling  moved  to  Brookhaven  and  began  his  dental 
practice  in  1957 

Dr.  Stribling  was  an  active  member  in  the  Brookhaven 
and  Lincoln  County  community,  having  served  as  com- 
missioner of  Little  League  Baseball,  Chairman  of  the 
Lincoln  County  Heart  Association,  and  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  Trustmark  National  Bank  (formerly 
Brookhaven  Bank  and  Trust  Company).  He  was  the 
recipient  of  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  presented 
by  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State  of 
Mississippi  in  1959  for  outstanding  community  service. 
Dr.  Stribling  served  as  president  of  the  Sixth  Dental 
District,  a  member  of  the  Mississippi  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners  (1979-1983)  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
(1980-81). 

The  American  Association  of  Community  College 
Trustees  recognized  Dr.  Stribling  with  a  lifetime  member- 
ship at  their  annual  convention  in  San  Francisco  in 
October  1997 

Dr.  Stribling  received  the  National  Multiple  Sclerosis 
Society's  highest  honor,  The  Hope  Award,  at  their  annual 
Dinner  of  Champions  in  November  1997    The  award  is 
presented  to  an  individual  for  outstanding  civic 
and  community  service. 

In  the  fall  of  1994,  Co-Lin  dedi- 
cated the  James  H.  Stribling 
Associate  Degree  Nursing  Building 
in  his  honor.  The  Stribling  Building 
was  constructed  and  equipped  at  a 
cost  of  $1.3  million.  The  20.000 
square  foot  facility  is  used  for  the  col- 
ege's  Associate  Degree  Nursing  pro- 
gram and  for  other

NEWS  from  Natchez 


The  Natchez  Campus  was  the  scene  of  several  major 
events  in  the  spring  of  2001,  including  its  largest  gradu- 
ating class  ever  on  May  11. 

The  29th  commencement  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Natchez.  Dr.  Howell  C.  Garner  presented 
degrees  and  certificates,  while  Dr.  Paul  Johnson  present- 
ed the  Class  of  2001. 

Awards  Night  was  held  on  April  17  and  the  highlight 
was  the  induction  of  three  students  -  Dee  Dee 
Dunmore,  Terry  Bullen  and  April  Creel  into  the  Co-Lin 
Natchez  Hall  of  Fame.  Also,  scholarships  were  award- 
ed, department  achievers  were  honored  and  club  and 
organization  leader  awards  were  announced.
